MIAMI, April 13.—A field meeting to 
demonstrate the control -of nail-head 
rust in tomato crops will be held Fri- 
day, April 17, J. S. Rainey, county agri- 
cultural agent, announced yesterday, It 
will be an all day meeting ‘and thc 
growers will visit three of the eight 
demonstational plots maintdined.

Friday morning at 10 o'clock, the 
growers will visit the plot of W. O. Tal- 
bott, near Goulds, This is on the Eu- 
reka road, one-quarter of a mile *south 
of Quail Roost Lodge on the Ingraham 
Highway. Here, D. G. A. Kelbert, who 
is employed at the state department's 
experiment station, will talk to the 
growers. Picking will be under way at 
this plot, and the harvest itself will 
show the results of the experiments in 
fertilizing,. spraying and dusting. 
Twenty-one different formulas have 
been used in sprays as well all 
known formulas for dusting: 

The party will proceed to the Stand- 
ard Growers’ Exchange plot, east of 
Peters to witness a variety of tests.

Gist of Lecture by Mrs. J. R. York at

The Royal Humane Society was or+ 
ganized in London, England in 1774 by 
a group of five doctors. The sole ob- 
ject of the society was to resuscitate 
apparently drowned persons. Offices 
were established on river banks. The 
first site was donated by King Geoge

the first American Humane Associati; 
meeting was called in Cleveland, Ohio. 
It was composed of various societies 
having the same natdre of work. The 
first general business was to regulate 
the transportation of cattle cast | and 
west. Their first work was,im inter- 
state transportation and was not thor- 
oughly successful, but upon petition to 
congress, a committee was appointed 
to investigate matters with the result 
that federal laws were enacted to cover 
the subject: 
The Humane Society has an educa- 
tional feature. Its investigation of 
various conditions have led to organi- 
zation, of different societies to care for 
different subjects. It has touched upon 
such subjects as vivisection, cruelty to 
ehildret, that has led to the establish- 
ment of juvenile courts; social condi- 
tions that has led to the mother's pen- 
sion bill, as well as to give care and 
protection to domestic animals.
